April, 1970—March, 1971 export of Ferrous Scrap -will continue to be 
canalised, as hitherto, through the Metal Scrap Trade Corporation Ltd., P-34, 
India Exchange Place, Calcytta-l, in term® of Public Notice No. 7-ETC(PN)/89, 
dated the 14th Aufiuat, 1909. 

2. The following categories of Ferrous Scrap will be permitted to be exported 
“On Merits”;— 

(1) Cast Iron Borings, 

(li) No, 2, 2A and 3 quality sheet cuttings. 

(Hi) Detlnned scrap. 
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(iv) Steel skull scrap. 

(v) Iron skull scrap. 

(vl) Mill scale scrap. 

(vll) Tool and Alloy Steel scrap, other than stainless steel scrap. 

(vlll) Other varieties of ferrous scrap such as Silicon sheet cuttings and 
punchings, broken/discarded chilled rolls, rejected castings scrap 
(other than cast iron scrap), broken/seml-broken ingot moulds and 
bottom plate scrap, defective slabs, etc, 

3. The export of the following categories of Ferrous Scrap will NOT be 
allowed:— 

1, Heavy Melting scrap, 

2, Stainless Steel scrap. 

3, Defective billets/billet scrap. 

4, Scrapped and unserviceable rails. 

5, No. 1 quality sheet cuttings and punchings and mild steel turnings and 

borings. 

0. Re-rollable scrap. 

4. All applications from MSTC for export of ferrous scrap allowed ‘On Merits’ 
shall be made to Joint Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, Calcutta for con¬ 
sideration. 

5. The applications In respect of exports of scrap varieties banned for exports 
under the provision of this Public Notice, but for which Metal Scrap Trade Cor¬ 
poration might have entered into firm commitments by 31st March, 1970, will be 
allowed on special clearance. Such applications should reach the Chief Con¬ 
troller of Imports & Exports (Export Division), New Delhi, by the 31st JuVr 
1970, with full details of the contracts so entered into.
